RING SIDE, Jersey City, July 2.—Georges C alen­ 
der finished flat on his face, his legs and arms out 
stretched in fourth round. Jack Dempsey, world’s 
heavyweight champion knocked him out a few seconds 
after the ropnd opened, sending him heavily to the can­ 
vas with a short right hook to the Frenchman’s chin. 
The actual time of fighting in the fourth round was one 
minute and sixteen seconds. Previous to the knockout 
Carpentier was floored with a left to body and a right 
to the chin. Carpentier took count of nine before spring­ 
ing to his feet where grim determined Dempsey mea­ 
sured him with punch to chin which ended the battle. 
Dempsey stood over the fallen French idol until 
the count was finished and then tenderly picked up the 
bleeding and dazed Frenchman and dragged him to his 
comer. Dempsey gave Carpentier an unmerciful 
beating. 
The crowd, which during the bout rose and sank in 
waves rippled from the ringside to the rim, stood in its 
place after the knockout. They cheered the conqueror 
but also cheered the vanquished. 
The Frenchman’s 
supporters clung around his corner until he was revived 
and staggered from the ring—the battle of the century 
was over.

an orchestra that, for the age and 
experience of the players, is hard to 
beat, readers and singers galore, it 
has furnished as fine a set of rep­ 
resentative boys and girls as can 
' b found in any city of its size in

The community interest is kept

The 
community owes it to patronize at 
least to a reasonable extent, the 
games, 
the 
entertainments, 
and 
other enterprizes given for the ben­ 
efit of these things. 
S c h o o ls Not Beggars 
The local high school though hard 
put to it sometimes, has not begged 
the community for one penny nor 
made any attempt, whatsoever, to 
put upon the business men, in the 
name of patriotic support, anything 
of questionable value. 
For every 
cent paid to the school in tills direc­ 
tion full value has been received, 
or those who have patronized its 
entertainments, used its organiza­ 
tions, or seen its games have been 
unnecessarily extravagant. And fur­ 
thermore, the high school does not 
intend in the future to take up the 
role of mendicant or grafter to sup­ 
port its institutions that are not 
provided for in the school budget. 
It may be interesting to know 
that in the matter of receipts from 
patronage, Ada High school is low­ 
est of all the towns of Its class in 
the state. Towns like Lawton, Mc­ 
Alester. Chickasha, Shawnee, and 
Ardmore are far more enthusiastic 
in support of high school games and 
other enterprizes than we. 
In the 
matter of football games, the gate 
receipts of the above 
mentioned 
towns range from a hundred to five 
hundred and even a thousand dol­ 
lars a game. 
Last year Ada’s re­ 
ceipts ranged front a minimum of 
$25 to a maximum of $75. There 
are, however, some excellent reas­ 
ons for this condition;, the Normal 
is rightfully the big institution and 
its college games and entertainments 
are deservedly more attractive than 
those of the lower grade institution 
and the burden of the support of 
the activities of the two institutions 
naturally entails sacrifice for the 
high school. 
The management re 
alizes this fully and these facts are 
set forth in no spirit of complaint 
whatsoever. Then, again, compara­ 
tively little has been done, hereto- 
| fore, to bring this ’matter clearly 
before the people. This, of course. 
is the fault of the management and 
not of the community. 
The high school is duly appreci­ 
ative of the loyalty which has char­ 
acterized the attitude of the people 
toward it and its activities and is 
desirous only of calling attention to 
the value of this particular under­ 
taking of the school and a need for 
a more extensive support of those 
enterprizes that are undertaken for 
Its support. 
Plan for New Year 
The new school year is about to 
open and the question of programs 
is the big question in the minds of 
those who have those matters in 
charge. 
The program for the side 
activities of the school, while fun­ 
damentally. perhaps, Mot as import­ 
ant as the scholastic program, ne vee- 
theless, challenges the Interest of 
every thinking man and woman In 
the community. It remains with the 
people of the town to decide wne- 
ther It shall continue to be a small 
town catch-a8-catch-can affair, or 
whether by judicious support and 
personal patronage it shall be ele­ 
vated to the dignity of a place in 
our community affairs.

RING SIDE, Jersey City, July 2.—Georges Carpen- 


tier finished flat on his face, his legs and arms out 
stretched in fourth round. Jack Dempsey, world's 
heavyweight champion knocked him out a few seconds 
after the ro^nd opened, sending him heavily to the can- 
vas with a short right hook to the Frenchman's chin. 
The actual time of fighting in the fourth round was one 
minute and sixteen seconds. Previous to the knockout 
Carpentier was floored with a left to body and a right 
to the chin. Carpentier took count of nine before spring- 
ing to his feet where grim determined Dempsey mea- 
sured him with punch to chin which ended the battle. 


Dempsey stood over the fallen 
French idol until 


the count was finished and then tenderly picked up the 
bleeding and dazed Frenchman and dragged him to his 
corner.

beating. 


The crowd, which during the bout rose and sank in 


waves rippled from the ringside to the rim, stood in its 
place after the knockout. They cheered the conqueror 
but also cheered the vanquished. . The Frenchman's 
supporters clung around his corner until he was revived 
and staggered from the ring—the battle of the century 
was over.
